storage. The single MSB employee at the reports that the 25X1 A6a 

work load at his shop varies from moderate to heavy. Although excellent 
cooperation from LO personnel is preventing a backlog of processing, it 
is probable that a sizeable increase in the work load would necessitate 
immediate assistance by MSB personnel. 

d. The Crystal Laboratory has processed one hundred eighty nine 

(189) crystals. Six thousaj^^jJaj^^^^^^jy^^ity (6,370) CR-l8/U 
crystals were received and were all tested 

and found to conform well with contractual specifications. An additional 
eight thousand (8,000) cryst als shou ld be delivered during the next report 
period. Personnel shortages ^^^^|preclude assignment of more than o2t&X1 A 
man to the crystal processing activity. Increased difficulty is experi- 
enced in meeting the several deadline crystal processing orders. A meet- 
ing was held between the O&T and Engineering Divisions in which a means 

of lessening Agency Crystal requirements was sought. The validity of 
the need for crystal processing was confirmed, and a crystal stock level 
maximum was set at one hundred thousand (IOOPOO) units . 

e. The Chief, ^^^Jlndicates a major problem in the granting of 
judicial annual leave under current personnel shortage conditions. 

Three employees now stand to lose a total of one hundred and eighteen 
(ll8) hours of accrued annual leave at the end of the calendar year.
